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1. Between 7 and 14 January an undetermined number of Chinese Communist jet planes 
of the 12 Squadron, 4 Air Group, flew deily over Foochow. On 10 January this 
squadron was moved from an undetermined area to Foochow, where it is to be 
based, . 


‘2, ‘In early January expansion work was commletsd on Lunghua and Kiangwan Airfields, 
Shanghai. Large numbers of Soviets travel between these fields and Shanghai 
daily. 


3. On 19 and 20 January a total of four MIG-15's arrived at Kiangwan Air field from 
North China via Hsuchou. 


4. On 20 January LIU Shan-pen, chief of staff of the Chinese Communist Air Force, 


arrived at Shanghai by plane from Peiping to inspect air defense works in 
East China. : 
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
